Va., Term. Wins Propel Kerry 


WASHINGTON I Sen. John F. Kerry of 
Massachusetts, continuing his drive for 
the Democratic presidential nomination, 
proclaimed victories in the Virginia and 
Tennessee primaries on Tuesday. 

In Virginia, with nearly three-quarters of 
precincts reporting, Kerry had about half the 
vote, with a double- digit lead over Sen. John 
Edwards of North Carolina. Retired Army 
Gen. Wesley K. Clark and former Vermont 
governor Howard Dean followed. 

“What we showed today is the mainstream 
values that I’ve been talking about — fairness 
and hope and hard work and love of country 


— are more important than boundaries and 
birthplace,” Kerry told the AP after being 
projected the winner in Virginia, his first 
victory in the South. 

Some political analysts said that by 
demonstrating he could win in the South, 
Kerry would clear his last significant hurdle 
ahead of the party’s presidential nomination 
at the Democratic National Convention in 
Boston in July. Going into Tuesday’s prima- 
ries, Kerry had won 10 of 12 primaries or 
caucuses, losing only in South Carolina and 
Oklahoma, william branigin (the Washington post)

War Duty 

Release of Guard reeords fail 
to end question over service 

WASHINGTON I The White House, trying to 
end doubts about President Bush’s military 
record, released documents Tuesday that it 
said proved he had “met his requirements” in 
the Texas Air National Guard despite long, 
unexplained gaps in his service. 

The payroll documents and annual ser- 
vice “point summaries” could throw new 
fuel onto a story the White House wants to 
quench this election year, however. 

The packet “creates 
more questions than 
answers,” said Democratic 
National Committee 
Chairman TerryMcAuliffe, 
who had helped reignite 
the story earlier this month 
when he charged Bush 
had gone “AWOL.” With 
Vietnam War veteran John Kerry emerging 
as the Democratic presidential front-runner. 
Democrats have been trying to stoke long- 
standing questions about Bush’s service. 

Bush joined in 1968, and spent most of his 
service time near Houston. But in May 1972, 
he received a temporary assignment with the 
Alabama National Guard so he could serve 
as political director on the Senate campaign 
of Winton “Red” Blount. Bush says he recalls 
showing up for drills in Alabama, but his 
supporters have struggled to prove it. 

Nevertheless, White House spokesman 
Scott McClellan repeatedly held up the 13- 
page packet his office had released, and he 
declared in his televised briefing, “I think 
these documents show that he fulfilled his 
duties.”

NASA Rover Sets One-Day 
Distance Record on Mars 

The Spirit rover late Monday shat- 
tered a one- day distance record on 
Mars, rolling nearly 70 feet across 
the planet’s rocky surface, NASA 
said Tuesday. The drive covered 
more than three times the greatest 
distance that NASA’s tiny Sojourner 
rover ever traveled in a day on its 
own 1997 mission to Mars, mission 
manager Jim Erickson said. NASA 
has sent Spirit toward a crater nick- 
named “Bonneville” that sits about 
800 feet from where the spacecraft 
landed, (ap)

MADISON, WIS. I John Kerry’s rivals 
for the Democratic nomination are 
counting on Wisconsin voters to stop 
his winning streak. 

Howard Dean hopes he appeals 
to their progressive tradition. John 
Edwards talks about Wisconsin vot- 
ers latching onto his positive mes- 
sage. Wesley Clark believes indepen- 
dents and Republicans will help him 
in the open primary Feb. 17. 

They set up offices, hired staff 
and ran ads here before Kerry, 
but the Massachusetts sena- 
tor still has a commanding lead 
in the polls even before his first 
visit of the primary season. Still, 
each candidate feels he can break 
Kerry’s stride because he sees 
Wisconsin as something different 
from other places — even if it’s not. 

“I have trouble seeing how 
Wisconsin is going to be funda- 
mentally different from other states,” 
said political science professor John 
McAdams of Marquette University. 
“Liberals in Wisconsin are a lot like 
liberals in Massachusetts.” 

Polls show Kerry likely to win 
most of the state’s 72 pledged dele- 
gates. He already leads the second- 
place Dean in delegates by better 
than 2-to-l. 


In recent decades, Wisconsin 
developed a split political person- 
ality. Republican Tommy Thompson 
ruled the state for 14 years as gov- 
ernor at the same time voters sent 
Democrats to the U.S. Senate. The 
congressional delegation is split 
down the middle. While Democrat 
Jim Doyle now occupies the gover- 
nor’s office. Republicans have com- 
manding leads in both houses of the 
Legislature. 

In 2000, A1 Gore beat George 
Bush by just 5,700 votes, continu- 
ing a 20 -year winless streak for 
Republican presidential nominees 
in Wisconsin. 

Clark, Edwards and Dean are 
hoping a good showing in Wisconsin 
will allow them to emerge as the 
alternative to Kerry before March 
2, the “Super Tuesday” election day 
featuring 10 contests for delegates. 

Dean had taken it a step further, 
sending supporters an e-mail say- 
ing he would drop out of the race 
if he couldn’t win Wisconsin. Then 
he backed off that pledge — but not 
until after it helped him raise more 
than $1.2 million. He passed up cam- 
paigning in other states to focus his 
attention here in an attempt to re- 
ignite his campaign, jenny price (a p)

Tests Show Avian 
Flu On Second 
Farm in Delaware 

DOVER, DEL. I Officials responded to 
a new discovery of bird flu by order- 
ing a quarantine of 80 farms and 
the slaughter of 72,000 more chick- 
ens. The swift action was aimed at 
averting more bans on U.S. exports. 

The second case of disease was 
found in a commercial flock of 
roaster-type chickens in Delaware’s 
northern Sussex County. The chick- 
ens at the second farm were killed 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Seven nations, including some of 
America’s largest export customers, 
have banned at least some poultry 
imports from the United States 
because of the bird flu cases, (ap) 


Lawmakers to consider 
state amendment in 
Boston on Wednesday 

BOSTON I Gay-rights activists, 
conservative leaders and media 
from around the globe converged 
on the Massachusetts Statehouse 
for a historic session Wednesday 
in which lawmakers will take up a 
state constitutional amendment to 
ban gay marriage. 

The issue has created an unprece- 
dented spectacle at the state Capitol: 
As many as 4,000 spectators and 
300 media members are expected to 
attend the start of the constitutional 
convention, and a furious lobbying 
effort was already under way.

Christian conservatives used a 
dolly to haul in more than 18,000 
petitions signed by citizens from 
across the United States urging 
lawmakers to pass the amendment. 
Meanwhile, children of gay couples 
traveled to the Statehouse to plead 


with the Senate president “not to 
write discrimination into our con- 
stitution.” 

“I’ve never seen anything like 
this,” said Charles Rasmussen, 
spokesman for House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran, a Democrat 
who supports the amendment. 

Massachusetts put itself at the 
very center of the gay-marriage 
debate in the United States when 
the Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
4-3 in November that gays should 
be guaranteed the benefits of mar- 
riage.

Group may demand 
White House hand 
over security briefings 

WAS H I N GTO N | The federal commis- 
sion reviewing the Sept. 11 attacks 
is pressing the Bush administration 
to turn over notes taken on classi- 
fied presidential briefing papers or 
face a subpoena. 

Representatives from the 10- 
member bipartisan panel were 
negotiating with White House coun- 
sel Alberto Gonzales to release the 
notes. The commission was meet- 


ing Tuesday and could vote to sub- 
poena the documents if the talks fail 
to produce a breakthrough. 

The material in question is the 
daily intelligence summary prepared 
for President Bush by the Central 
Intelligence Agency and includes 
a memorandum dated one month 
before the 2001 attacks that discuss- 
es the possibility of airline hijackings 
by al Qaeda terrorists. 

A team of three commissioners 
and the executive director, Philip 
Zelikow, reviewed the material in 
December but weren’t allowed to 
take their notes with them. They 


briefed the other commissioners 
but the panel’s members say that 
without the notes, they aren’t able 
to effectively question witnesses. 

Commission members have com- 
plained that their work repeatedly 
has been delayed because of disputes 
with the administration over access 
to documents and witnesses. They 
have asked Congress to give them 
two more months, until July 26, 
to finish their work. After oppos- 
ing an extension. President Bush 
last week reversed course and 
said he supported an extension.

1,341 Church Abuse Cases 


Survey Finds 

The scope of sex abuse accusations 
against Roman Catholic clergy since 
1950 appears to be much greater 
than previously estimated by vic- 
tims’ groups and the media, an 
Associated Press review of reports 
from dioceses has found. 

The U.S. church will make 
an unprecedented, nationwide 
accounting of abuse claims and 
costs later this month, and some 
bishops already have started releas- 
ing local figures. The AP contact- 
ed dioceses across the country and 


found that 1,341 clergy members 
have been accused of molesting 
minors. 

Statistics have yet to be released 
by some archdioceses that have 
faced hundreds of allegations, 
including Boston and Los Angeles. 

A January 2003 review by The 
New York Times counted 1,205 
accused priests nationwide over 
five decades. Survivors First, an 
advocacy group compiling its own 
list from media reports and law- 
suits, has counted 1,800. 


The national survey won’t break 
down statistics by individual dio- 
cese, but bishops are free to release 
local figures, and many said they 
are doing so to fulfill their pledge 
of transparency in the wake of the 
crisis that erupted two years ago. 

The AP found 80 of 195 dioceses 
have released their reports so far. At 
least 60 additional dioceses plan to 
release their local figures by the end 
of the month. Others haven’t set a 
date and a few did not participate 
in the study, (ap)

UNITED ARAB EMIRATES 

Iranian Plane Crashes, 
Killing 43 of 46 Passengers 

An Iranian plane crashed Tuesday 
outside Sharjah airport, killing 43 of 
the 46 people aboard. The plane was 
returning from the Iranian island of 
Kish, a favorite destination of foreign 
workers who must exit the Emirates 
and return in order to remain with- 
in visa requirements. According to 
the airline, 25 of the 40 passengers 
were traveling on visa change pack- 
age deals that include air fare and 
cheap hotels in Kish, (ap) 

HAITI 

Police, Aristide Supporters 
Regain Control of Towns 

Militant followers of President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide set up blazing bar- 
ricades Tuesday to hold back a rebel 
uprising that has spread to 11 towns 
and killed at least 42 people since 
last Thursday. Officials said police 
had managed to fight off rebels in 
Dondon, on Haiti’s north coast, and 
regained control of the important 
port city of St. Marc and nearby 
Grand- Goave. (ap) 

AFGHANISTAN 

NATO Military Chief Says 
Resistance Is Losing Steam 

NATO’s top military commander 
said Monday that resistance to U.S.- 
led forces in Afghanistan is “running 
out of energy.” The upbeat assess- 
ment of U.S. Marine Gen. James L. 
Jones, who said the number of hard- 
core Islamic insurgents may have 
fallen below 1,000, conflicts with a 
Taliban claim that the al Qaeda ter- 
ror network has launched a renewed 
campaign in the country, (ap)

Suicide attacker kills at least 53 people in Iraq 


ISKANDARIYAH, IRAQ | A Suicide 
bomber blew up a truckload of 
explosives Tuesday outside a police 
station south of Baghdad, killing up 
to 53 people and wounding scores. 

The explosion, which was at least 
the eighth vehicle bombing in Iraq 
this year, followed warnings from 
occupation officials that insurgents 
would step up attacks against Iraqis 
who work with the U.S. -led coali- 
tion, especially ahead of the planned 
June 30 transfer of sovereignty to a 
provisional Iraqi government. 

No group claimed responsibil- 
ity for Tuesday’s bombing, but Brig. 
Gen. Mark Kimmitt said the attack 
“does show many” of al Qaeda’s “fin- 


gerprints,” including the size of the 
bomb — which he estimated at 500 
pounds — and the large number of 
civilian casualties. 

Many angry Iraqis blamed the 
Americans for the blast, however, 
and some claimed that a U.S. air 
attack was to blame. 

The rumors, which local Iraqi 
officials dismissed out of hand, 
underscore the deep distrust 
between many Iraqis and the 
American occupation force nearly 
a year after the collapse of Saddam’s 
regime, mariam fam (ap)

French OK 
Disputed 
Scarf Ban 

Measure is approved 
overwhelmingly in the 
National Assembly 

PARIS I France took a decisive step 
Tuesday toward banning Islamic 
head scarves in public schools, 
with lawmakers overwhelmingly 
backing the government’s drive to 
preserve French secular traditions 
from Muslim fundamentalism. 

The ban on religious attire in 
classrooms, which also includes 
Jewish skullcaps and large Christ- 
ian crosses, was approved 494-36 
despite protests and criticism from 
around the world. The measure 
goes early next month to the 
Senate, where there is little oppo- 
sition. 

The ban was expected to take 
effect in September. Applying the 
law could be the real test: Critics say 
it’s too vague and will inflame anti- 
French feelings among the nation’s 
large Muslim minority. 

But the bill got far more than the 
288 votes needed to pass in the 577- 
seat National Assembly — a mea- 
sure of its popularity within France, 
demonstrated repeatedly in public 
opinion polls, elaine ganley (ap)

Gadhafi Meets Italian P.M., 
Prepares for Britain’s Blair 


S I RT E , L I B YA | Italian Premier Silvio 
Berlusconi held talks here Tuesday 
withleaderMoammarGadhafi,who 
has been trying to shed this coun- 
try’s image as a rogue state among 
the United States and its allies. 

The Italian premier was the 
first Western head of government 
to call on the Libyan leader since 
Gadhafi’s Dec. 19 statement that 
he was abandoning all programs to 
develop weapons of mass destruc- 


tion. Berlusconi told reporters he 
promised to convey to President 
Bush Gadhafi’s desire to normalize 
relations with the United States. 

The meeting came as Prime 
Minister Tony Blair held talks 
in London with Libya’s foreign 
minister, the highest-level contact 
between the two countries in more 
than 20 years. Britain later said 
Blair plans to meet soon with Gad- 
hafi, but no date has been set. (ap)

Agency announces 
measures to reduce 
contamination in water 

WAS H I N GTO N I The people who sup- 
ply drinking water in the nation’s 
capital promised Tuesday to do 
more to solve the problem of lead 
contamination. 

The District of Columbia Water 
and Sewer Authority announced 
a number of steps being taken to 
address elevated lead levels found 
in some city water samples. 

WASAis adding $7 million to the 
$10 million budgeted to replace lead 
service lines this year. Of 130,000 
WASA service lines, officials esti- 


mate that 23,000 contain lead. 
Plans call for WASA to replace at 
least 1,300 of the lines this year. 

The agency is also expanding a 
testing program designed to iden- 
tify homes where lead levels may 
exceed 300 parts per billion. Tests 
from homes not connected to lead 
service lines typically show lead lev- 
els below 15 parts per billion. 

The independent authority began 
experiencing unexplained spikes 
in some samples in August 2002. 
Although customers were notified 
with bill inserts, and free water 
testing was made available to some 
property owners, consumers and city 
officials have said more should have

Stuck in the Neither-World 


Not a truck, not a car, the Subaru Baja is a unique, uh, thing 



“WHAT AM l?”thetrucklet wondered. “You’re a Baja,” said its mommy. “Be proud.” 


TEST DRIVE I No matter how nos- 
talgic one gets for the good ol’ 
days, I’ll bet most new car shop- 
pers wouldn’t want a new vehicle to 
be trimmed with a vinyl roof and 
opera lamps. 

So, what bit of weird automo- 
tive nostalgia would make Subaru 
create a model that seems to be lit- 
tle more than a new version of the 
Subaru Brat? 

Ah yes, the Brat. It helped solid- 
ify Subaru’s reputation for weird 
transportation. 

After all, what other pickup 
“trucklet” featured a rear-facing 
seat in the cargo bed? It was the 
ultimate mother-in-law seat. 

The new Baja lacks that fea- 
ture, but it does have its share of 
eccentricity. 

Based on the Legacy/Outback 
wagons, the Baja is stretched 6 
inches, and trades its rear cargo 
area for a petite 3.5-foot cargo 
bed. That may be enough room to 
haul a few bags of fertilizer or maybe 
a couple plants. Heck, it might be 
big enough for your pony- sized dog. 
But don’t look to haul anything par- 
ticularly big. 

Couple the short bed with the 
Baja’s four doors, and this Subaru 
has a particularly dorky look. 

Thankfully, the drive train is 
superior to the styling. Which 
engine you get depends on trim 
level. There are three: Baja, Baja 
Sport and Baja Turbo. 

The Baja and Baja Sport feature 
the Outback’s tried and true hori-

zontally opposed 2.5-liter four-cyl- 
inder engine. Good for a respect- 
able 165 horsepower, but its power 
is merely adequate for the Baja’s 
3,600-plus-pound curb weight. 

Better to opt for the new 2004 
Baja Turbo. This model uses the 
same horizontally opposed tur- 
bocharged 2 -liter four- cylinder 
engine found in the Subaru WRX 
STi. That means aground-pounding 
210 horsepower. All Bajas come with 
a five-speed manual transmission

standard. A four- speed automatic 
is optional. Like all Subarus, the 
Baja employs all-wheel drive. 

The Baja Turbo moves quicker 
than the class nerd running from 
a bully after school. With the 
horsepower and all-wheel drive, 
this vehicle has good power and 
tenacious grip in all driving situa- 
tions. The rack-and-pinion steer- 


ing inspires confidence. This invites 
you to flog it like you’re driving your 
Baja across Baja. 

But cornering is distinctly aver- 
age, with lots of body lean coming 
on quickly. The four-wheel indepen- 
dent suspension does a good job in 
the ride department, endowing the 
vehicle with a firm yet absorbent 
ride without all the bouncing typi- 
cal of pickups. 

Subaru also has designed some 
real utility into the rear seat, which 
folds down. Behind the seats you’ll 
find what Subaru calls a “switch- 
back.” This 30 -inch wide opening 
allows for long, thin cargo to slip 
from the cargo bed into the pas- 
senger compartment. With such a 
small bed, it will be needed. 

While the performance of the 
Baja Turbo is pretty good, its util- 
ity seems questionable. Obviously, 
buyers agree. 

When the Baja was introduced 
in September 2002, Subaru was 
forecasting annual production of 
24,000 units. But strong pricing and 
a recall to fix automatic transmis- 
sions hurt initial sales. 

Subaru currently offers a $2,000 
incentive and has reduced annu- 
al production to a mere 10,000 
units. 

While none of this will dis- 
suade the Subaru faithful from 
buying this Brat-like offspring, 
it might give pause to those who 
need real pickup utility, larryprintz

I have a new Corolla that I’ve been 
driving for about six months. Every 
once in a while a strong smell 
of sulfur comes into the car. I’m 
pretty sure it’s not from the cars 
around me. Should I worry? 

Probably not. Many cars will 
periodically produce an offensive 
sulfurous odor. If the problem 
occurs on a regular basis, change 
brands of gas. If three brands have 
no effect, speak to your dealer. The 
car may have a fuel mixture problem 
or a faulty catalytic converter. 

Could you provide some tips on 
what to look for in choosing a shop 
to repaint my 1991 Miata? 

The key steps on a repaint are 
stripping, sealing, priming, and 
applying a base color coat and a 
clear top coat. Be warned that, if 
done properly in a high-quality 
shop, the cost will equal or exceed 
the value of your vehicle. 

I have a 1997 Jetta with 32,000 
miles on it. I’m considering switch- 
ing to synthetic oil because of the 
age, but someone told me it’s bad 
to switch this late in the car’s life. 

Is that correct? 

That is pure unadulterated hog- 
wash. You can change a car to syn- 
thetic at any point in its life. 32,000 
miles is extremely low mileage for 
the change-over.

GM Makes Third 
Recall in a Week 


RECALL I General Motors Corp. 
said Tuesday it is recalling rough- 
ly 127,000 Chevrolet Corvettes to 
correct a problem with the steer- 
ing column lock — the automak- 
er’s third major recall in less than 
a week. 

On Monday the automaker said 
it will recall about 636,000 mid- 
size sport utility vehicles from 
model years 2002 and 2003 to 
inspect and repair possible faulty 
windshield wiper equipment. It said 
the condition has caused at least 
two accidents. 

Since Friday, when several mod- 
els were recalled for a possibly faulty 
ignition switch, the world’s largest 
automaker has recalled nearly 2.5 
million vehicles, a situation that 
dims its much-publicized mes- 
sage of improved quality. 

The Corvette recall involves a 
condition in which some Corvettes 
can operate when the electronic 


steering column lock fails to unlock. 
Vehicles included in the recall are 
1997-2000 models with automat- 
ic transmissions in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, and 
1997-2004 models with manual 
transmissions in North America, 
Europe and export countries. 

The vehicles involved in the 
SUV recall are the 2002 Chevrolet 
TrailBlazer and TrailBlazer EXT, 
GMC Envoy and Envoy XL, and 
Oldsmobile Bravada built between 
October 2000 and June 2002. Some 
2003 TrailBlazers and TrailBlazer 
EXTs, Envoys and Envoy XLS, and 
Bravadas built between April 2002 
and November 2002 also are includ- 
ed. Some 2002 Isuzu Ascenders also 
will be recalled. 

GM said most owners probably 
will not experience any wiper prob- 
lems and should wait for the recall 
notification letter before bringing 
in their vehicles, (ap)

“Sex and the City” is a force in 
fashion now, but originally the influ- 
ence went the other way. The world 
of fashion was never far away from 
Carrie, public relations executive 
Samantha (Kim Cattrall), upper- 
crust Charlotte (Kristin Davis) and 
lawyer Miranda (Cynthia Nixon). 
Costume designer Patricia Field 
helped create each character’s 
look by painstakingly selecting 
pieces from each season. 

Fashion made its way into the 
plotlines as well, starting with an 
episode in the first season that pop- 
ularized the term “modelizers,” used 
to describe womanizers who pur- 
sued only models. 

It continuing through New 
York’s obsession with the hard- 
to-get Birkin bag, Carrie’s finan- 
cially crippling shoe collection and 
even her relationship with the writer 
Berger, who creates a fictional New 
York woman committing the unpar- 
donable fashion faux pas of wearing 
a cheap hair “scrunchie.”

Tierney Sutton taps 
the dark, melancholic 
side of Frank Sinatra 

M U S I C I Tierney Sutton has acquired 
a devoted following within jazz cir- 
cles as a cool, classy singer with a 
refined melodic sense, crystal- clear 
intonation and flawless pitch. Her 
fifth CD, “Dancing in the Dark” 
(Telarc), inspired by the music of 
Frank Sinatra, should help this 
underrated singer break through 
to a wider audience. 

Sutton explores the darker and 
gentler side of Sinatra’s music, draw- 
ing on his ballad recordings from 


the 1950s and ’60s. She doesn’t 
try to imitate him: Her tinkling, 
dreamlike interpretation of “Fly 
Me to the Moon” stands in sharp 
contrast to his bold, brassy version 
with the Count Basie Orchestra on 
“Sinatra at the Sands.” 

Sutton’s phrasing is superb as 
she softly caresses and stretches 
the lyrics on such familiar tunes 
as “What’ll I Do” and “All the Way.” 
Although there is little of the high- 
speed scatting found on her earlier 
albums, she does engage in some 
light scat singing on the more up- 
tempo “Where or When.” Sutton 
has also wisely included some over- 
looked treasures from the Sinatra

songbook such as “I Think of You” 
and “Emily.” 

Sutton also benefits from the 
seamless interaction with her trio 
of 10 years who have appeared on

Christian Jacob, who orchestrated 
and conducted the string orchestra 
that enriches the texture on five of 
the 12 tracks.

their videos would now be played 
only during overnight programming 
between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

MTV shifted most of the vid- 
eos — including recent clips from 
Britney Spears, Maroon 5 and Blink 
182 — because of their sexual con- 
tent. The list also included a polit- 


ically charged clip from the rock 
band Incubus. 

An MTV spokeswoman con- 
firmed the move, but downplayed 
the idea that the channel was engag- 
ing in self- censorship. 

“We support the creative com- 
munity, but we have to take into 
account what’s in the culture right 
now,” she said. “It’s part of our

Representatives of the acts 
whose MTV videos have been 
consigned to little -watched over- 
night play couldn’t immediately 
be reached.
